The  organization  of  PAYNE  THEOLOGICAL  Seminary  was  brought  about  l>y 
the  efforts  of  Bishop  Benjamin  W.  Arnett,  who  interested  in  the  effort  the  Rev. 
John  G.  Mitchell,  and  his  wife,  Fannie  A.  He  secured  the  option  of  their 
place,  and  then  presented  the  plan  to  Rev.  Jas.  A.  Handy,  J.  P,  Shorter, 
Bishop  W.  J.  Gaines,  Bishop  1!.  F.  Lee,  and  Bishop  A.  Grant,  who  approved, 
and  gave  their  hearty  cooperation.  Authority  was  secured  from  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  as  follows  : 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wilberforce  University,  at  its  session,  June, 
1890,  on  motion  of  Bishop  A.  (irant,  made  Bishop  IS.  W.  Arnett  chairman  of 
a  committee  to  consider  the  propriety  and  feasibility  of  establishing  a  Theo- 
logical Seminary  at  Wilberforce,  to  be  a  part  of  it,  but  to  be  controlled  bj  a 
peculiar  arrangement,  so  that  it  would  be  made  more  efficient  than  now.  The

The  subject  of  how  to  improve  the  facilities  of  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment, and  how  to  get  more  persons  to  attend,  and  thereby  increase  the  power 
of  the  pulpit,  were  considered  carefully  and  prayerfully.  The  growing  de- 
mands of  the  Church,' the  imperative  requirements  ami  demands  of  the  age 
for  trained  and  tried  men  to  be  the  moral  anil  spiritual  leaders,  were  weighed 
bv  the  committee,  who  came  to  the  unanimous  conclusion  that  unless  the 
Church  put  forth  some  organized  eflbrt  to  perpetuate  an  intelligent  ministry, 
it  would  have  to  go  to  the  rear  of  the  procession  of  progress,  and  eventu- 
ally lose  its  place  as  the  leader  of  the  advanced  guard  of  race  redeemers.  It 
was  apparent  to  the  committee  that  the  magnitude  of  the  work  of  the 
Church,  and  complexity  of  the  organization— that  those  who  were  to  control 
and  manage  it  must  be  trained  in  the  doctrine,  laws,  customs  and  history  of 
the  Church  from  its  organization  to  the  present,  so  that  they  may  see  its  possi- 
bilities, and  comprehend  the  work  to  be  done  in  the  future. 

The  plan  of  the  committee  was  presented  to  the  Trustee  Board  at  its  ses- 
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«ion  June  IS,  1891,  and  after  some  modifications,  was  unanimously  adopted. 
The  name  chosen  was 

THE   PAYNE  THEOLOGICAL  8EMOTABY  OF  WILBERFORCE. 

This  name  was  given  in  honor  of  Hish.p  Daniel  Alexander  Payne  the  senior 
Sop  3  the  A8M.  ft  Church,  who  was  born  Feb.  24,  1811,  in  Charleston 
SC.  and  who  from  early  childhood  has  been  engaged  it .the  vo  k  ot 
mind  and  soul  .raining.  He  was  the  pioneer  educator  in  the  Southland  be- 
,,„,,  he  war.    He  was  driven  away  from  his  home  May  15,  183.,  and  found 

a   ne  in  .he  North,  and  there  he  t„„k  the  place  of  a  leader  of  the  leaders 

and  has  stood  for  iif.y  years  without  an  equal  or  superior  in  the  work  of 
race  redemption.  He  has  lived  to  see  a  wonderful  change  in  the  work  of  ed- 
ucation. When  the  work  began,  there  were  but  few  true  and  tried  friends. 
Now  many  leaders  inside  and  outside  of  the  Church  are  all  champions  of  the 
cause  of  Christian  education. 

When  the  race  was  brought  in  contact  with  the  duties  of  freemen,  its  only 
trained  leaders  were  found  in  the  Church.  The  demand  on  the  Church 
was  great  for  men  to  (ill  the  places  of  honor,  trust,  emolument.  The 
<  lunch  of  ( lod  was  the  only  place  where  the  leading  men  ot  the  race  could 
find  a  held  sutliciently  large  and  free  to  demonstrate  their  executive  ability 
and  to  qualify  themselves  to  do  the  work  of  a  freeman.  But  Since  that 
time  by  the  aid  of  the  Churches  and  by  the  assistance  of  the  benevolent 
men  of  the  North,  schools  seminaries  and  colleges,  have  been  opened  and 
maintained  to  train  men  and  women  to  be  leaders  in  society,  teachers  in  our 
public  schools,  to  (ill  professional  chairs  in  our  colleges,  and  to  hold  offices 
in  Church  and  State.  The  states  of  the  South  have  taken  up  the  work  and 
are  laying  on  the  altar  of  Universal  Education  some  millions  of  dollars  an- 
nually. The  United  States  government  has  given  her  aid  to  the  work  of 
training  her  sons  and  daughters,  without  regard  to  race  or  color,  to  be  teach- 
ers a.ul  skilled  workmen  in  shop,  factory  and  field,  so  that  there  are  more 
than  1,147,000  children  receiving  instruction  by  the  aid  of  the  State  or  Na- 
tional government. 

Now  the  lirst  duty  of  the  Church  is  to  see  that  the  pulpit  keeps  pace  with 
the  sehoolhouse.  The  children  that  attend  school  five  days  in  the  week  and 
are  .rained  bv  teachers— intelligent  ones— by  the  improved  methods,  must 
have  a  man  ill  the  pulpit  that  is  equal  lo  his  duty  and  responsibility.  Min- 
ister and  schoolmaster  must  befriewU  and  companions  in  learning  and  mor- 
als. The  pulpit  must  not  be  lower  than  the  teacher's  platform,  and  the  com- 
munication ought  to  be  full  and  free  between  them. 

Having  this  view  in  our  mind,  there  was  only  one  path  for  us  to  tread: 
that  was,  the  path  of  duty;  and  we  unanimously  resolved  that  we  would  lay 
the  foundation  of  an  institution  tor  the  training  of  those  who  are  to  fill  our 
pulpits  in  the  future.  Then  there  was  another  consideration  that  prompted 
us  to  act.  That  was,  that  it  is  a  lilting  time  for  the  ministry  of  the  Church  to 
begin  the  work  of  preparing  their  own  successors;  the  time  for  them  to  lay 
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something  on  the  altar  of  education;  the  time  to  lift  B  monument  to  the 
rmtTof  those  who  have  gone  before  us  to  build  on  the  foundation  aid 
by  such  men  as  M.  T.  Newsome,  M.  J.  Wilkerson,  J.  M.  Hrown  K.  I>.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PLAN  OK  OK.AS.ZAT.oN  ASP  ™ 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 
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presented  our  plan  to  the  Council  of  Bishops,  at  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  Feb.  28, 
1891.  It  was  unanimously  approved,  and  Bishops  H.  M.  Turner,  D.  A. 
Payne  and  John  M.  Brown  were  appointed  a  committee  to  co-operate  with 
your  committee  in  completing  plans  for  organization. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Financial  Hoard,  April  :)0,  1891,  the  subject  was 
laid  before  them.  They  heartily  approved  and  endorsed  the  plan,  and  passed 
resolutions  authorizing  the  Financial  Secretary  to  co-operate  with  us  and  to 
establish  scholarships  as  fast  as  the  funds  in  the  treasury  would  permit.  We 
therefore  recommend  the  following  plan  of  organization  : 

Recommendation  first  fsee  plan  below). 

The  second  recommendation  is  that  the  homestead  of  Rev.  John  G.  and 
Fannie  A.  Mitchell  be  purchased  for  a  Theological  Seminary,  and  that  it  be 
controlled  as  provided  for  in  the  plan  of  organization. 

Third.  We  recommend  that  an  appeal  be  made  to  the  ministers  of  the  A. 
M.  E.  Church  and  the  friends  of  Christian  education  to  contribute  their 
means  for  the  purchase  of  this  building,  in  order  that  we  may  provide  for  an 
educated  ministry,  which  is  the  demand  of  the  age  in  which  we  live. 

Fourth.  We  recommend  that  the  directors,  when  elected,  be  requested  to 
make  arrangements  in  such  a  manner  that  the  building  may  be  set  apart  at 
the  Commencement,  June,  1892. 

Fifth.  We  recommend  that  the  P.oard  of  Directors  ask  the  General  Con- 
ference to  make  such  provisions  for  the  support  of  professorships  and  schol- 
arships as  they  may  deem  proper. 


PLAN  ()K  ORGANIZATION. 


NAME  AND  TITLE. 

1.  The  Payne  Theological  Seminary  of  Wilberforce  University. 

OBJECT. 

2.  The  object  shall  be  to  educate  persons  for  the  Christian  ministry  and 
missionaries  for  the  redemption  of  Africa  and  other  foreign  lands. 

GOVERNMENT. 

3.  The  government  of  said  Seminary  is  hereby  vested  in  a  Hoard  of  I  Sect- 
ors, to  be  composed  of  the  Bishops  of  the  African  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  and  one  other  person  for  each  Episcopal  District. 

TERM    OF  OFFICE. 

4.  The  persons  representing  Episcopal  Districts  shall  be  chosen  by  On 
Hoard  of  Trustees  of  Wilberforce  University,  and  shall  hold  their  office" 
three  tor  one  year,  four  for  two  years,  and  four  for  three  vears,  and  annually 
thereafter  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  aforesaid  shall  elect  such  members  as  shall 
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be  required  to  have  one  member  for  each  Episcopal  District,  who  shall  hold 
their  office  for  three  years,.  In  case  of  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies,  and  persons  thus 
appointed  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Hoard  of  Trustees 
of  said  University,  when  such  vacancies  shall  be  tilled  by  said  Hoard. 

O.UOKUM. 

5.  After  due  notice  of  a  meeting  has  been  given,  nine  (9)  persons  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

OFFICERS. 

li.  The  officers  shall  consist  of  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer and  an  Executive  Committee  of  five  (5),  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected 
and  hold  their  office  for  two  years. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

7.  All  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  pertaining  to  their  several  offices, 
according  to  established  custom  for  such  officers. 

TREASURER. 

8.  The  Treasurer  of  Wilberforee  University  shall  be  tX-offioio  Treasurer  of 
this  Board,  and  shall  give  such  bond  as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  require' 
from  time  to  time.  The  Treasurer  shall  not  pay  out  any  money  without  an 
order  from  the  Secretary  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Hoard. 

SECRETARY. 

9.  The  Secretary  of  Wilberforee  I'niversity  shall  be  exroffieio  Secretary  of 
this  Board.  He  shall  receive  all  moneys  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer 
and  take  his  receipt  for  the  same.  The  Secretary  shall  be  superintendent  of 
the  building  and  grounds  and  shall  keep  the  same  in  good  repair. 

FACULTY. 

10.  The  Faculty  shall  be  elected  by  the  Hoard  of  Directors  of  the  Theolog- 
ical Seminary  of  Wilberforee  I'niversity.  The  term  of  office  of  the  Facul- 
ty shall  be  regulated  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  also  the  salaries  of  the 
Faculty. 

DEAN. 

11.  The  Dean  of  the  Theological  Seminary  shall  be  the  responsible  and 
executive  officer  of  the  same,  and  shall  preside  at  all  Faculty  meetings  and 
see  that  the  orders  of  the  Hoard  of  Directors  or  Executive  Committee  are 
carried  out. 

SCHOLARSHIPS, 

12.  Any  Annual  Conference  paying  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  ($50)  annual- 
ly, supplemented  by  the  Financial  Secretary  with  an  amount  sufficient  to 
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make  it  equivalent  to  the  amount  fixed  by  the  D.sciphne,  shall  have  a  schol- 
arship in  the  Seminary;  said  scholarship  to.contxnue  until .graduation. 
When  any  Annual  Conference  shall  desire  the  establishment  oi  one  or  more 
scholarships  in  the  name  of  said  conference;  after  said  confere  ice  shall  have 
voted  for  a  scholarship  or  scholarships,  the  Bishop  of  said  conference  shall 
send  a  notification,  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  the  conference,  to  the 
Financial  Secretary,  who,  if  the  condition  of  the  treasury  will  permit,  shall 
notify  the  Hoard  of  Directors  of  his  concurrence  in  the  same. 

OTHER  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

13.  The  Financial  Board  may  have  such  scholarships  in  the  Seminary  from 
time  to  time,  as  provided  by  Discipline,  or  as  may  hereafter  be  provided.  Con- 
ferences or  individuals  may  establish  scholarships  for  training  persons  for 
the  Christian  ministry  for  missionary  or  evangelical  work.  The  amount  of 
such  scholarships  shall  be  regulated  by  the  Board  of  Directors  from  time  to 
time. 

CONFERENCE  CHOICE  OF  BENEFICIARIES. 

14.  The  Bishop  and  Annual  Conference  shall  select  the  person  or  persons 
to  receive  the  benefit  of  the  scholarship  for  each  Annual  Conference. 


OTHER  SCHOLARS. 

15.  Persons  other  than  those  having  scholarships  may  be  admitted  to  the 
Seminary  by  complying  with  the  rules  and  regulations  hereafter  arranged 
by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

aOVKUNMKNT  OK  SCHOLARSHIP  Fl'NDS. 

16.  The  Hoard  of  Directors  shall  make  such  rules  and  regulations  gov- 
erning the  scholarships  that  the  beneficiaries  shall  return  the  amounts  used 
in  their  education  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Directors  in  such 
times  and  amounts  as  shall  be  agreed  upon.  Such  moneys  shall  constitute 
a  loan  fund  for  the  benefit  of  indigent  students.  Individuals  may  establish 
scholarships  on  the  same  condition  and  regulation. 

CONTRIBUTIONS. 

17.  Persons  desiring  to  assist  in  the  work  may  designate  the  chair,  indi- 
vidual or  object  they  wish  to  aid,  which  shall  be  carried  out  by  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

KN DOW M KN  T  FUNDS. 

IS.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  invest  all  endowment  funds;  keeping 
them  separate  and  distinct,  calling  them  by  name  of  donor  or  by  such  name 
as  the  donor  or  donors  shall  designate.  The  principal  not  to  be  used  under 
any  circumstances. 
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The  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  University  reserves  die  power  to  alter, 
modify,  amend,  and  repeal  any  and  all  of  the  provision,  herein  contained,

of  the  race,  Daniel  A.  Payne,  and  to  found  an  Institution  where  the 
future  ministers  of  the  African  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  could  receive  a 
thorough  Christian  and  theological  education,  thus  perpetuating  the  work 
of  the  fathers  to  an  hundred  generations.  Accept  these  keys  as  Dean  of 
Payne  Theological  Seminary  of  Wilberforce  University." 

Bishop  Payne  accepted  the  keys  as  Dean  of  Payne  Theological  Seminary 
of  Wilberforce  University,  and  delivered  an  address  ss  follows  : 

What  Ought  to  be  thr  Character  of  a  Theological 
Seminary. 

I.    It  ought  to  be  a  holy  institution,  consecrated  by  God  and  his  Christ. 

(a)  Because  it  is tincerdy  dedicated  to  the  Lord  God  of  Hosts  by  Chris- 
tian men.    Men  dedicate;  Cod  consecrates. 

(b)  Because  it  is  intended  to  be  Christian  in  its  beliefs,  in  its  trust,  in 
its  faith,  in  its  fixed  principles,  and,  therefore,  in  its  persistent  sentiments,  it 
ought  to  be  Clirixtim.  And,  being  Christian  in  its  beliefs,  in  trust,  in  faith, 
in  principle  and  persistent  sentiments, 

IT.    What  ought  to  be  its  work? 

(a)  The  work  of  a  Seminary  Theologic  is  the  sowing  of  the  seeds  of 
truth.  Hut  what  is  truth  ?  God  is  truth.  He  is  the  fountain  and  essence 
of  truth.  Therefore,  whatever  proceeds  from  him  or  harmonizes  with  his 
will  and  nature,  is  also  trulh. 

(b)  In  the  countless  ages  of  the  past  Eternity,  I  think  the  Creator  or- 
dained that  the  Universe  should  be;  and  that  lie  should  manifest  himself  in 
it  by  certain  forms  of  wisdom  and  of  power,  of  beauty  and  goodness,  of 
movement  and  of  End— the  last  result— the  final  End.  All  these  varied  forms, 
together  with  their  functions,  are  what  we  call  Nature.  Their  relations  and 
harmony  are  what  we  do  regard  and  pronounce  "The  Universe." 

(c)  This  Universe  is  separated  according  to  nature  and  operations  into 
divisions,  but  all  harmonized  and  unified.  Let  us  look  at  some  of  these 
divisions  : 

(d)  There  are  the  heavens  and  the  earth  in  contrast.  Each  of  these 
contain  manifold  forms  of  magnitude,  color,  motion  ami  life,  demonstra- 
ting the  existence,  the  wisdom,  power  and  goodness  of  Cod.  In  the  skies  we 
see  groups  of  stars  which  we  call  constellations.  One  of  these  groups  is 
called  the  Solar  System,  in  which  are  the  moon  and  other  planets  having  the 
sun  as  their  centre  of  light  and  motion.  The  earth  on  which  we  live  is  in  this 
group.  This  study  and  knowledge  is  named  the  Science  of  Astronomy, 
through  which  we  see  God  manifesting  his  wisdom  and  omnipotence.

(b)  How  beautiful  are  these  lines  of  David  !  How  smentific  and  how 
philosophic !  In  these  six  stanzas  we  have  the  seeds  of  Natural  Theology. 
Moses,  who  had  special  <  unication  with  the  Creator,  on  M«n .  Sin  ,

has  given  a  detailed  account  of  these  manifestions  of  God.  And  Saint  Paul 
who  was  Lifted  up  to  the  third  heavens,  confirms  the  statement  of  Moses  am. 
David  We  accept  these  Biblical  statements  as  truths,  (a)  because  they 
were  written  by  inspired  Prophets;  (b)  because  the  omniscient  ami  omnip- 
otent Creator  is  their  lnspirer  (These  statements  of  Moses,  David  and  Pan 
are  seeds  of  truth  which  have  multiplied  themselves  indefinitely  and  are  still 
oapable  of  endless  multiples);  (c)  these  seed  truths  of  Natural  Theology 
must  be  sown  in  the  Seminary,  sometimes  broadcast;  and  often  turrowed  in 
the  mental  soil.  In  order  that  the  students  may  obtain  as  full  and  accurate 
knowledgeof  Uod  in  nature  and  through  nature  as  it  is  possible  tor  man  to 
obtain,  the  Seminary  is  established.  _ 

But  above  knowledge,  the  work  of  the  Theological  Seminary  ought  to  be 
the  formation  of  Christian  Character. 

(a)  What  is  Knowledge?  What  is  Character?  Knowledge  is  the  cogni- 
tion and  recognition  of  facts  and  truths  with  their  relations.  Well,  it  is  a 
good  and  useful  thing,  but  it  does  not  commend  us  to  the  favor  ot  God. 

(b)  What  is  Character?  Character  is  the  conformity  to  the  will  of  God. 
It  is  daily  delight  in  the  law,  the  statutes,  the  commandments  of  God. 
Therefore',  character  is  infinite  love  for  God.  It  is  exceeding  great  delight  in 
holiness  and  in  righteousness.  Therefore, character  is  loving  only  that  which 
God  loves  and  hating  that  which  God  hates. 

To  attain  and  maintain  such  a  character  is  the  noblest  work  of  a  theolog- 
ical seminary.  The  formation  of  such  a  character  of  goodness  and  beauty 
must  be  the  aim  of  every  theological  professor.  By  what  instruments  shall 
such  a  good  and  beautiful  character  be  produced?  The  word  ot  God  is  the 
only  sharp  and  proper  instrument  for  such  work,  and  this  is  the  point  that 
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leads  us  to  consider  the  will  of  Cod  as  regards  human  character,  and  the  in- 
struments which  he  puts  into  the  hands  of  the  seminary  for  that  purpose. 
Before  the  foundation  of  the  world  God  willed  that  man  should  be  made  like 
unto  himself,  an  intelligent,  holy  and  righteous  being.  To  this  end  be  has 
revealed  himself  in  that  volume  which  we  call  the  Bible,  an  outline  oi  which 
we  find  in  the  l!Uh  Psalm  :  "  The  law  of  the  Lord  is  perfect,  converting  the 
soul.  The  testimony  of  the  Lord  is  sure,  making  wise  the  simple.  The 
statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  rejoicing  the  heart.  The  commandment  of  the 
Lord  is  pure,  enlightening  the  eyes.  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean,  enduring 
forever    The  judgments  of  the  Lord  are  true,  and  righteous  altogether. 

IV  (a)  I  regard  the  7th,  8th  and  9th  verses  of  the  19th  Psalm  as  a  con- 
cise outline  of  revealed  Theology;  of  the  existence  of  the  Creator;  ot  his 
enactments  for  the  government  of  moral  agents  in  every  part  oi  the  uni- 
verse, be  they  angels,  seraphims,  cherubims,  principalities  or  powers. 

(b)  In  the  10th  verse  we  see  the  incomparable  value  oi  Ins  law,  ot  his 
statutes,  of  his  testimonies  and  judgments.  In  the  11th  verse  we  perceive 
that  these  statutes  are  like  a  guardian  angel,  warning  us  ol  the  dangers,  the 
evils  and  enemies  that  be  round  and  about  us. 

(c)  In  the  same  verse  the  unerring  Creator  assures  us  that  tor  obedience  to 
his  laws  and  statutes,  his  commandments  and  his  judgments,  he  w.l  confer 
upon  us  a  great  reward,  even  of  life  that  fadttfa  not  away,  eternal in  the 
heavens.  This  concise  circle  of  divine  truths  is  widened  and  detailed  by 
Moses  and  the  prophets,  ami  confirmed  and  illustrated  by  Jesus  and  his 
\postles.  But  Jesus  and  the  Apostles  have  greatly  multiplied  them,  increased 
their  diameter,  and  enlarged  their  circumference.  These  divine  truths  are 
seeds  of  thought  and  of  action,  which  the  professors  must  sow  in  the  mental 
so  1  and  Which  they  must  carefully  and  prayerfully  cultivate  with  la,  h  m 
the  omniscient  and'  omnipotent  Spirit  of  Cod,  who  IS  comforter  en  Ighten 
and  sanctifierof  all  the  believers;  who  makcth  intercession  f or  the  saints 
v  th  Lanings  that  cannot  be  uttered  ;  who  leadeth  them  into  all  truth  and 
who  done  can  make  the  truths  of  Natural  Theology  and  Biblical  rheology 
effectual  in  the  enlightenment  and  salvation  of  sinners. 

V     But  in  forming  the  character  of  theological  students,  double  action 

must  be  taken : 

(a)  Action  on  the  part  of  instructors. 

(b)  Atftivitv  on  the  part  of  students. 

We  have  indicated  the  movement  on  the  part  of  the  prolessors  ;  we  will 
now  show  what  must  be  the  efforts  of  the  students: 

c)  Everyone  for  himself  must  diligently  cultivate  the  dime  M*. 
Which  have  been  sown  broadcast  and  furrowed  in  his  own  soil-men.a  IwL 
He  must  never  forget  that  these  divine  truths  are  threefold  physical,  nioi.il

t  , To  revelation  ;  the  remainder  of  the  inspired  ode  proc.a.ms  the  m.,ra> 
anftlK  spiritual.    All  of  them  are  expanded  by  the  prophets  and  the  apos- 

%)    But  systematic  and  diligent  cultivation  will  not  suffice.    The  student 
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must  also  fervently  jiray  that  the  Holy  Spirit  may  open  his  eyes  to  see  and 
Understand  the  wonderful  things  which  God  lias  revealed  in  the  structure  of 
the  universe,  and  which  be  requires  every  moral  agent  to  study,  in  order 
that  all  who  are  capable  may  know  him  by  cognition  and  recognition. 

(e)  lie  must  add  unwavering  faith  to  fervent  prayer.  "  Without  faith  it  is 
impossible  to  please  God."  This  unwavering  faith  will  take  and  hold  fast 
every  statement  which  the  inspired  writers  have  made  respecting  the  Creator 
and  his  works— statements  in  history  and  poetry,  in  law  and  statutes,  in  pre- 
cepts and  examples. 

(f )  And  more  than  faith,  the  student  must  seek  and  cultivate  holiness  dil- 
igently, persistently;  for  only  the  pure  in  heart  shall  see  the  Infinite  God, 
both  in  nature  and  in  the  Inspired  Volume.  Holiness  is  not  merely  a  pas- 
sive virtue;  its  essential  nature  imparts  to  it  two  powerful  forces — the  first, 
expellent  ;  the  second,  repellent.  The  resultant  of  these  united  forces  is  in- 
creasing uxefitlnesn. 

(g;  The  noblest  of  all  the  Christian  graces  is  divine  love.  We  call  it  di- 
vine in  contrast  with  natural  love,  which  is  limited  to  self,  to  family,  to  race, 
and  to  country.  But  divine  love  is  unlimited,  because  it  first  loves  God. 
2nd.  It  gives  out  of  itself  to  bless  the  surrounding  neighbors,  the  brethren, 
one's  race,  one's  country ;  then  God-like,  it  Hies  out  as  on  the  wings  of  an 
angel  to  bless  all  mankind.  This  grace  cannot  be  too  diligently  nor  too 
earnestly  cultivated  by  the  student  of  theology. 

Hi)  To  obtain  and  develop  divine  love  the  student  must  cultivate  humility, 
because  it  is  the  beautiful  robe  with  which  divine  love  covers  itself.  It  is 
the  glittering  jewel  that  shines  upon  her  bosom. 

(i)  With  this  robe  the  Son  of  God  girdled  himself  before  he  began  to 
work  for  the  redemption  of  the  world. 

(io,  students,  go  !  Follow  his  example  I  Then  shall  you  obtain  power  to 
conquer  self  and  to  aid  the  Lord  Jesus  in  conquering  the  world  ! 

Short  and  appropriate  addresses  were  made  by  Bishop  H.  M.  Turner,  D. 
I).,  I  J..  I).,  President  S.  T.  Mitchell,  A.  M.,  Dr.  John  G.  Mitchell,  A.  M. 

The  faculty  was  installed,  a  course  of  study  was  announced,  and  the  for- 
mal opening  was  completed.  The  school  year  opened  with  a  number  of 
students,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  catalogue.  The  senior  class  of  the  Theolog- 
ical Department  of  Wilberforoe  University  was  transferred  to  the  Payne 
Theological  Seminary,  thus  giving  to  the  Seminary  a  graduating  class  the 
first  year.  We  also  received  one  senior  student  from  Howard  University. 
These  persons  formed  the  graduating  class  of  1893. 

By  authority  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  Bishop  B.  W.  Arnett  furnished 
and  finished  the  building,  and  had  it  ready  for  dedication  at  the  Commence- 
ment of  1893. 

Thursday,  June  15,  at  3  p.  m.  the  Alumni  Association  was  addressed  by 
Governor  William  McKinley.  and  Hon.  Frederick  Douglass.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  the  speaking,  the  Bishops  of  the  A.  M.  E.  Church,  the  Board  of

Directors  of  Pavne  Theological  Seminary,  the  Trustees  of  Wilberforce  Dni- 
versity,  th 3  Trustees  of  the  Normal  and  Industrial  Board,  and  the  friends, 
formed  in  procession  and  marched  to  the  grounds  of  Payne  Theological  Sem- 
inary.   Bishop  B.  F.  Lee  was  master  of  ceremonies. 

Religious  services  were  conducted  by  Bishop  J.  A.  Handy,  alter  which 
Bishop  B.  W.  Arnett,  President  of  the  Hoard  of  Directors,  presented  the 
building  and  grounds  to  the  Senior  Bishop  of  the  African  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church,  to  be  dedicated  to  the  sacred  cause  of  education.  Alter  this. 
Bishop  Daniel  A.  Pavne,  Senior  Bishop  of  the  A.  M.  E.  Church,  formally 
dedicated  the  building  and  groundsill  .he  name  of  the  African  MethodlSl 
Episcopal  Church  and  of  the  Triune  God,  to  the  cause  ot  Christian  educa- 
tion, Christian  missions,  and  Christian  temperance.

The  contract  price  of  the  building  and  ground  was  $8,500.  Of  this 
amount  the  Rev.  W.  Q.  Shannon  holds  the  first  mortgage  of  $1,725,  time  un- 
limited.

The  rate  of  interest  allowed  upon  this  amount  is  seven  percent,  per  year. 
The  total  improvements  up  to  June,  1893  was  $2,477.0(>.  The  purchase  note 
due  January,  1892,  of  $775,  and  the  note  due  June,  1892,  of  $1,000,  have  been 
paid.  The  interest  on  the  $1,725,  W.  Q.  Shannon's  note,  is  paid  up  to  April, 
L893.  The  balance  due  on  the  improvement  debt  June  1st,  1893,  is  $1,492.07, 
having  paid  $984.99  on  it.  We  received  from  the  Financial  Department,  ac- 
cording to  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Conference,  $1,700.  There 
remains  $800  due  on  the  first  appropriation. 

The  Financial  Board  lifted  the  first  note  of  $1,000  for  us,  i  e,  Note  No.  2. 
The  other  moneys  have  come  from  contributions  from  individuals.  Quinn 
Chapel  Sunday-school,  of  Quinn  Chapel,  Chicago,  111.,  is  the  first  Sundav- 
school  to  make  a  contribution.  It  was  $40.  We  look  for  other  Sunday-schools 
to  do  likewise.  Every  Sunday-school  in  the  Connection  should  make  a  con- 
tribution to  this  Institution.

THE  GENE  a  AX  CONFERENCE  ADOPTS  lllli  SEMINARY. 

The  Committee  on  Universities  and  Colleges  of  the  General  Conference 
endorsed  the  Theological  Seminary  in  the  following  language: 

Your  Committee  mi  Universities  and  Colleges,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
resolution  on  Payne  Theological  Seminary,  and  other  measures,  beg  leave  to 
report  as  follows  : — 

We  have  examined  the  purpose,  plan  and  organization  of  the  Payne  The- 
ological Seminary  of  Wilberforee  University,  asset  forth  in  the  printed  cir- 
cular accompanying,  and,  with  the  Council  of  Bishops,  who  gave  it  their 
unanimous  approval  at  their  session  held  in  Jacksonville,  Florida,  February. 
1891, with  the  General  Financial  Board,  who  heartily  endorsed  the  plan  in 
April,  1891,  and  with  the  Trustee  Hoard  of  Wilberforee  University,  who  gave 
it  their  full  sanction  and  delegated  to  it  their  authority  in  June,  lN'.H,  urjoln 
in  recommending  to  this  General  Conference  that  it  receive  your  cordial  and 
full  endorsement  and  support. 

Your  committee  has  been  informed  that  in  keeping  with  the  sections  re- 
lating to  scholarships,  pages  7  and  8  of  the  circular,  several  Conferences 

have  already  established  their  scholarships  and  selected  their  students,  and 
we  recommend  that  this  (ieneral  Conference  advise  and  authorize  the 
founding  of  at  least  one  scholarship  by  and  for  each  Annual  Conference  in 
connection  with  the  basis  of  $■"><>  per  annum  for  each  scholarship  to  be 
annually  reported  in  the  regular  bill  of  appropriations  by  the  Financial 
Committee  of  each  Conference ;  and  it  is  recommended  that  you  direct  the 
General  Financial  Secretary  to  appropriate  out  of  the  general  treasury  $50 
per  annum  for  the  joint  support  of  each  of  such  annual  Conference  scholar- 
ships, but  not  to  exceed  two  scholarships  for  any  one  Conference,  payment  to 
be  made  in  honor  of  the  order  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Payne  Theological 
Seminary  for  each  beneficiary  in  aclnul  attendance. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  the  regular  annual  appropriation  hereafter 
made  to  Wilberforee  University  shall  be  applied  to  the  maintenance  of  said 
Pavne  Theological  Seminary,  and  shall  equal  annually,  such  amount  as 
shall  be  required  to  support  one  dean  and  two  professors  of  theology  in  said 
seminary,  as  determined  by  its  Board  of  Directors,  not  exceeding  $2,500, 
and  such  appropriation  shall  constitute  the  regular  share  of  Wilberforee 
University  in  the  General  Appropriation  for  education,  not  including  any 
special  exigencv  that  the  Financial  Department  might  deem  it  necessary  to 
provide  for. 

This  report  was  signed  by  W.  II.  II.  Butler,  W.  T.  Anderson,  B.  A.  J. 
Nixon,  S.T.Mitchell,  C.W.Preston,  Jno.  K.  Hawkins,  (has.  E.  Harris, 
J.  II.  Bell,  C.  C.  Dunlap,  J.  K.  Williams. 

The  General  Board  of  Education,  June  Kith,  1S!>2,  unanimously  approved 
the  recommendations  of  the  Committee,  and  ordered  the  Secretary  of  Educa- 
tion to  co-operate  with  the  authorities  of  the  Seminary  to  make  it  a  success. 
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The  Financial  Board  met  at  Washington,  D.  C,  April,  1893,  and  adopted 
the  recommendation  of  the  Universities  and  Colleges,  and  authorized  the 
Financial  Secretary  to  assess  as  many  scholarships  as  the  state  of  the  treasury 
would  warrant. 

If  the  Financial  Secretary  can  meet  the  obligations  of  the  Board,  the  Sem- 
inary will  have  within  S100  of  the  amount  to  pay  the  present  Faculty. 

Daring  the  year  1893,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  Bishop  B. 
W.  Arnett,  and  the  Kev.  C.  S.  Smith,  Secretary  of  the  Sunday  School  Union 
of  the  A.  M.  F.  Church,  perfected  an  arrangement  and  an  agreement  where- 
hy  the  Faculty  of  Payne  Theological  Seminary  became  the  editors  of  the 
Sunday  School  Lessons  of  the  A.  M.  F.  Church,  and  assistant  editors  of  the 
Quarterlies.  This  is  one  of  the  most  important  events  in  the  history  of  the 
Church.  It  forms  an  epoch  in  the  history  of  the  moral  and  religious  educa- 
tion of  the  race.    It  is  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  of  child  training. 

It  is  confidently  hoped  that  the  union  of  the  Seminary  and  the  Sunday 
School  Union  will  result  in  a  closer  union  of  the  moral  and  religious  forces 
of  the  Church,  and  that  it  may  redound  to  the  glory  of  God.  It  gives  the 
Faculty  an  opportunity  to  cast  up  a  highway  for  the  people,  and  to 
furnish  the  coming  generations  with  true,  tried  and  intelligent  leaders, 
such  as  can  and  will  bear  aloft  the  banners  of  religion,  morality  ,  edu- 
cation  and  temperance;  who  will  by  precept  and  example  teach  the  peo- 
ple that  the  only  safe  place  to  build  a  court  house  is  on  Sinai;  that  the  only 
sure  foundation  for  a  Church  is  on  Calvary;  and  that  every  schoolhouse 
and  college  should  be  either  built  on  the  Mount  of  Beatitude  or  on  Mar's 
Hill.

A  complete  collegiate  education,  or  its  equivalent,  constitutes  the  necessary 
preparation  for  the  regular  course  of  Theology.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


(JOVKHNM  EST. 

The  government  of  the  students  shall  he  vested  in  the  Faculty  of  the 
Seminary. 

The  Dean  shall  he  the  responsible  ami  executive  officer  of  the  Theological 
Seminary,  and  shall  preside  at  all  Faculty  meetings  and  see  thai  the  orders 
Of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  Executive  Committee  are  carried  out. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  member  of  the  Faculty  to  admonish  kindly, 
but  promptly,  any  student  who  shall  violate  the  rules  or  regulations  of  the 
Seminary. 

RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  ol  the  students  to  attend  public  worship  at  least  twice 
on  the  Sabbath,  daily  prayers  at  the  opening  and  closing  of  the  school,  and 
a  prayer  meeting  during  the  week. 

Students  shall  keep  their  rooms  neat  and  clean,  and  the  rooms  shall  he 
accessible  at  any  time  to  the  Faculty. 

Students  shall  not  leave  the  vicinity  of  Wilberforce  without  permission. 

Visitations  to  each  other's  rooms  during  study  hours  shall  not  he  frequent, 

Students  shall  not  visit  or  associate  with  the  opposite  sex  without  permis- 
sion. 

They  shall  not  use  tobacco  nor  intoxicating  drinks  as  a  beverage. 

ADMISSION. 

The  Seminary  is  strictly  Methodistic  in  its  doctrine,  yet  a  pure  Christian 
Catholicity  is  endorsed.  Therefore,  the  seminary  is  open  to  students  of 
every  Christian  denomination. 

Every  applicant  for  admission  must  bring  good  testimonials  signed  by  his 
Pastor  and  Presiding  Elder. 

Students  from  any  institution  not  under  the  auspices  of  the  A.  M.  E. 
Church  must  bring  good  testimonials  signed  by  the  president,  dean  or  princi- 
pal of  said  institution,  or  testimonials  satisfactory  to  the  Dean. 

No  student  can  graduate  from  either  of  the  courses  unless  he  has  studied 
at  least  six  months  in  the  Seminary,  and  shall  have  secured  the  required  per 
cent. 

A  satisfactory  thesis  on  some  particular  subject  in  Systematic  Theology 
shall  he  presented  to  the  Dean  by  each  member  of  the  senior  class  three 
months  before  Commencement.  These  theses  shall  he  kept  00  Hie  at  the 
Seminary. 
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Rule*  and  Regulations. 


The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  may  lie  conferred  upon  members  of  the 
senior  class  who  have  completed  satisfactorily  the  regular  theological  course 
and  whose  average  per  cent,  of  examinations  during  the  senior  year  shall 
not  fall  below  seventy. 

The  Diploma  Certificate  may  be  conferred  upon  students  who  have  com- 
pleted satisfactorily  the  English  Theological  Course,  and  whose  average  per 
cent,  of  examinations  during  the  second  year  is  not  less  than  seventy. 

Degrees  and  Certificates  recommended  by  the  Faculty  and  approved  by  the 
lioard  of  Directors  shall  be  conferred  by  the  Dean  of  the  Seminary  or  the 
President  of  the  University. 

The  scholastic  year  of  Payne  Theological  Seminary  shall  begin  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  October  and  close  on  the  third  Thursday  of  June  in  the 
succeeding  year. 

LIBRARY. 

Three  private  libraries,  containing  in  the  aggregate  about  one  thousand 
volumes,  have  recently  been  given  to  the  Seminary.  The  largest,  containing 
very  valuable  theological  books,  was  the  library  of  the  late  Bishop  Camp- 
bell ;  the  second  in  si/.e  was  that  of  Charles  Kay;  the  third  belonged  to  Jo- 
seph Ellington.  About  sixty  small  volumes  have  been  contributed  by  friends, 
through  the  solicitation  of  Mrs.  S.  W.  Dodds,  M.  D.  Several  periodicals, 
weeklies,  monthlies  and  quarterlies,  are  received  regularly  through  Bishop 
I).  A.  Payne  and  Mrs.  S.  \Y.  Dodds. 

Theological  students  may  have  free  access  to  the  Library  and  Reading 
Room,  may  borrow  books,  and  use  carefully  the  weeklies,  monthlies  and 
quarterlies,  according  10  the  rules  for  the  government  of  the  library  and  read- 
ing room. 

At  the  first  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  June  13th,  1893,  a 
plan  was  adopted  to  secure  a  large  library  for  the  Seminary.  An  outline  of 
that  plan  is  as  follows  : 

The  library  shall  consist  of  a  number  of  alcoves.  Each  alcove  is  to  num- 
ber a  thousand  volumes.  The  alcove  is  to  contain  a  certain  number  of  di- 
visions or  shelves.  There  will  be  a  company  organized  for  each  alcove, 
numbering  as  many  members  as  there  are  divisions  in  the  alcove.  Each 
Bishop  is  to  be  the  president  of  a  company.  The  names  of  the  president 
and  members  of  his  company  are  to  be  engraved  on  a  silver  plate  or  written 
on  a  suitable  tablet  ami  placed  upon  the  alcove.  Any  good  and  respon- 
sible person  is  to  have  the  privilege  of  organizing  a  company  and  filling  an 
alcove.  These  alcoves  are  all  to  be  rilled  with  valuable  books  within  five 
years  from  the  time  of  the  First  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

It  is  expected  that  a  large  fine  building  will  be  erected  before  the  expira- 
tion of  five  years.    In  this  building  the  new  library  will  be  located. 

Every  library  given  by  a  friend  or  friends  of  the  Seminary  will  be  put  into 
a  special  case,  or  a  particular  division  of  the  case,  or  an  alcove,  and  the 
name  of  the  donor  or  donors  placed  upon  it.
